Egypt die? 
Because her citizens wen 
so busy trying to get money tha t they 
allowed Pharoah and ids statesmen to 
run the government and they ruined 
it by corruption, said I Jr. Koehne. 
The poets of all times have dreamed 
of a golden age. 
The prophets of Juda 
dreamed of a golden age and saw the 
king of rlghteousfieNe 
come. 
The 
hearts of the people had been drawn 
from the skies and they looked for an 
earthly ruler. 
Dr. Koehne described 
with graphic eiequencc the rage and 
hatred of the people who found their 
king was not to overthrow Rome and 
sit upon her throne. 
No bare outline of 
the lectures 
could convey any idea of their beauty 
and strength nor tiie deep and clear 
thought with which the great problems 
have been worked out. 
They m ust be 
beard to be appreciated and
